Search at Grave of Mur- 
dered. Boy Proves Fu-

State authorities were making 
an intensive search today for 
Thomas John Marsh although 
the Federai Bureau of Investi- 
gation has announced it is no 
longer seeking Marsh as a par- 
ticipant in -the kidnap-murder 
of Bobby Greenlease. 

It was considered significant 
that Marsh has never come. for- 
ward to defend himself after 


Carl Austin Hall first named 
Marsh as the killer of the boy. 
Despite the fact that a nation- 
wide search was made for 
Marsh and although he has 
many tattoos and other marks 
of identification, he has not 
been seen. 

County jail prisoners dug with- 
out success in the shallow grave 
where Bobby’s decomposed body 
was recovered in the rear yard 
at the home of Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady in St. Joseph, Mo., 
looking for Marsh’s body. The 
search was ordered by Prose- 
cuting Attorney John E. Downs 
of Buchanan county, 


Working under guard of dep- 
uty sheriffs, the prisoners re- 
moved three feet of loose earth 
from the makeshift grave, then 
probed deeper but found noth- 
ing. 

Accused by Hall. 

Downs said he decided on the 
digging on the chance 
Marsh's body might be found. 

A frequent sex Yaw violator 
and an ex-convict, Marsh was 
first named as the 6-year-old 
boy’s killer by Hall. Later, how- 
ever, Hall confessed the murder 
himself and absolved Marsh, 

“Mrs. Heady’s question to in- 
terviewers about how deep the 
first digging was at her home 
makes it worthwhile to investi- 
gate further,” Downs said. 

Investigators also consider it 
significant that Hall named 
Marsh as the killer immediately 
after Hall’s arrest, apparently

LONDON, Oct. 16 (AP)—The 
foreign ministers ofgthe west- 
ern Big Three met for 5 hours 
and 11 minutes today, with the 
problems of Trieste, Germany 
and Palestine first to be dis- 
cussed. They will meet again 
tomorrow.

Foster Dulles, British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden and 
French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault emerged from 
the afternoon session, a brief 
communique was issued, It said:

A perfect score of 103 out of 
103 has been racked up so far 
on reports of the second city- 
wide test of St. Louis’s 127 air- 
raid sirens. Reports on the re- 
maining 23 sirens have yet to 
Be received. In the first test, 
held last month, 32 of the sirens 
failed to wail. Perk 

There was, however, a small 
fly in the ointment as postcards 
were received today at Civil De- 
fense headquarters. One siren, 
at Spring and Fairview avenues, 
was reported as starting to wail 
in good voice but as later peter- 
ing out when the vibration 
caused the friction switch to 
function improperly. 

Some sirens carried unexpect- 
edly far in the most recent test, 
held Wednesday. The sound was 

distinct abeve traffic noises 
as far outside the city as Mon- 
santo, Ill., and at Lockwood and 
Gore avenues, Webster Groves. 

The test was designed purely 
as a check on functioning of the 
sirens and was repeatedly de- 
scribed in advance in St. Louis 
newspapers; but, as the sirens 
wailed,. Civil Defense headquar- 
ters received calls from a num- 
ber of excited persons who want- 
ed to know what was happening.

CHICAGO, Oct. 16 (UP)—A 
confidence man with a record 
dating back to 1917 admitted 
today that he sent gifts to the 
White House as a means of cash- 
ing bad checks. 

Federal agents said that Jo- 
seph Levy, 56 years old, ad- 
mitted sending gifts to Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower and 
to Vice President Richard Nixon 
and several Senators. 

In each case, they said, he 
enclosed a personal card and 
cashed a rubber check for a 
larger amount to pay for the 
gift, packeting the change. 

Levy appeared before United 
States District Judge Julius 
Hoffman and pleaded guilty to 
a charge of using the mails to 
defraud in sending cigars and 
pipes to Senator Herbert Leh- 
man (Dem.), New York. The 
gift was mailed from Chicago 
last March, 


Authorities said Levy also has 
been charged with cashing a bad 
check in sending a set of golf 
clubs from Dayton, O., to Vice 
President Nixon last March with 
a greeting card on which he 
wrote: 

“Dick, beat the boss. Leon.” 

Federal agents said Levy also 
is charged with mail fraud in 
sending perfume to Mrs. Eisen- 
hower and shaving lotion to the 
President in a package mailed 
from New York last April. 

He also sent President Eisen- 
hower three bottles of $12.50 
straight bourbon and Nixon one 
such bottle, authorities said. All 
were mailed from New York in 
April.

Benson Promises to Pay 
One Half of Trans- 
portation Costs on 
Hay, Not Exceeding 
$10 a Ton.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 16 
—A plan for joint state and 
Federal Government participa- 
tion in drouth relief was pre- 
sented to President Eisenhower 
here today by governors from 
drouth-stricken areas. The plan 
calls also for development of a 
similar joint long-range plan for 
dealing with any fatural dis- 
aster. 

The proposed program, which 
calls for use of state as well 
as federal funds, but-does not 
penalize those states not in a 
position to contribute, was 
drafted yesterday in a confer- 
ence of executives from 12 of 
the 13 drouth-stricken states. 

The plan was turned over to 
the Presidént in a closed break- 
fast . conference today. The 
President was in Kansas City to 
address the Future Farmers of 
America and to open the Ameri- 
can Royal Livestock and Horse 
Show. He left by plane this 
morning for Abilene, Kan., his 
home town. His five-day speak- 
ing tour will take him to New 
Orleans, Texas and the Mexican 


er. 

No Statement by President. 

No formal statement was 
forthcoming from the President, 
who has pledged a comprehen- 
sive farm legislation program. 

But Gov. Dan Thornton of 
Colorado, chairman of the Na- 
tional Governors’ Conference, 
said on behalf of the President 
that “he was most grateful for 
the plan and said he thought 
the best government was gov- 
ernment on the local level. It 
was my own feeling he was satis- 
fied with our action.” 

Major provisions of the Gov- 
ernors’ plan are: 

1. State participation in 
drouth relief costs to the ex- 
tent of the state’s ability, for 
the procurement and distribu- 
tion of hay to farmers with 
cattle. Funds will-be allocated 
on the basis of the number of 
cattle in drouth-disaster areas. 

2. Development by the 
states and the Federal Gov- 
ernment of a continuing and 
constructive long-range pro- 
gram for state and federal 
participation in relief of nat- 
ural disasters. This would ap- 
ply to all of the states. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson announced at the 
meeting with the President that 
th department will make federal 
funds available for the transpor- 
tation of hay to farmers, up to 
one-half of the hay transporta- 
tion costs or $10 a ton, which- 
ever is smaller. The states would 
procure and distribute the hay. 
In states where funds will be 
contributed by the state, as is 
proposed in Missouri, coupled 
with the rail rate reduction and 
federal aid, all of the cost of 
freight on hay brought into Mis- 
souri from other states could be 
eliminated for the farmer. 

Railroads Extend Deadline. 

The western rail lines already 
have notified the Department of 
Agriculture and the drouth- 
stricken states in their terri- 
tory, that a reduction of 50 per 
cent on shipments of feedstuffs, 
which would have expired yes- 
'terday. will be extended to Nov, 
16, and the reduction will cover 
hay. 

Southern governors hoped to 
obtain similar relief from south- 
ern and eastern railorads. Ben- 
son said the request to railroads 
serving the South would be 
made immediately. 

Benson said the Department 
of Agriculture will set aside a 
definite sum to each state for 
federal participation, from a 
$10,000,000 President’s emergen- 
cy fund. 

Although the initial allotments 
of the federal emergency fund 
have not been made public, it is 
understood the allocation tu Mis- 
souri for hay transportation will 
be about $600,000. Gov. Don- 
nelly is trying to have this fig- 
ure increased to $1,000,000. 

Farmers eligible for ~~ hay 
program, Benson said, are thosé~ 
without resources to obtain hay, 
and who are in danger of losing 
their foundation herds of cattle. 

Under the hay procurement 
plan, the Secretary said, the as- 
sistance extended to an individ- 
ual farmer or rancher at one 
time will not exceed a 60-day 
supply. 

Benson told reporters the Gov- 
ernment would provide up-to- 
date infofmation to the states on 
where hay is to be found, “but 
it will remain the job of the 
states to procure it.”

The judge ordered fines of 
$1000 each for Mrs. Barbara 
Hartle. a Communist party .or- 
ganizer in the Pacific North- 
west; John Daschbach, chairman 
of the Washington Civil Rights 
Congress: Paul Bowen, a mem- 
ber of the party’s district com- 
mittee, and Terry Pettus, editor 
of the Northwest People’s World, 

Each defendant took advant- 
age of his legal right to make a 
final argument before sentence 
was imposed. Each insisted on 
his innocence and urged the 
court to set aside the verdict 
and dismiss the case.

| First, I intend to weigh care- 
| fully the many recommendations 
developed by these groups of 
men experienced in agriculture. 
Based on. those views, I will 
submit my recommendations 10 
the Congress early next year on 
the kind of program I believe 
to be in the nation’s best in- 
terest. 

I look upon the formula- 
tion of a sound farth policy as 
a bi-partisan undertaking. The 
welfare of our farm families 
knows no politics—and I as- 
sure you there shall be none 
in the approach of this Ad- 
ministration. 

Second, I want to talk with 
you about price supports. 

Now, these laws expire in De- 
cember 1954. This means that 
in the next session of Congress, 
various alternatives will neces- 
sarily be considered and 
weighed and resolved. These 
alternatives are, first to extend 

present laws exactly as now 
written: second, to extend them 
with changes: and third, to re- 
vise them radically in favor of 
a new program. As all people 
in agriculture know, there is 
great diversity of opinion as to 
what should be done about those 
expiring laws. 

We must—and will—continue 
faithfully to administer present 
price support laws now on the 
statute books. Further, all of 
us know that the price support 
principle must be a part of any 
future farm program. 

These are extremely complex 
issues. They are now being 
analyzed and worked at as hard 
as thoughtful people can. With 
as much expert and practical 


as can be obtained in all agri- 
culture—in large measure, ob- 


judgment being brought to bear | 


tical experience, expert knowl- 
edge, and good judgment can 
devise. 

I trust that this sketchy outline 
of the developing farm program 
has some interest for all of you 
because of your immediate eco- 
nomic and professional concerns. 
But, for just a moment, let us 
look at your wider ifiterests as 
Americans and citizens of the 
world—and at the kind of world 
in which you may spend your 
years. And let us not forget 
that the demands of these wider 
interests must always be met 
satisfactorily before specific pro- 
grams affecting any profession 
or calling can have validity. 

In the past half century our 
nation’s population has almost 
doubled. In the next six years 
our population will grow by the 
equivalent of the total present 
population of our great neighbor 
‘Canada. The promise that this 
‘rapid growth of our country 
‘holds out to all our people, and 
especially farmers, is tremen- 
dous. It represents 7000 more

M'KAY PLEDGES AD 
FOR RECLAMATION 


Calls on States and Local 
Enterprise to Share in 
Development. 


RENO, Nev., Oct. 16 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Interior McKay 
gaid last night the Eisenhower 
Administration’s policy “is to 
aggressively further the program 
of reclamation and remove the 
roadblocks on the path of its 
progress.” 

But, he also called for use of 
state government and local en- 
terprise financial resources to 
allow full development of the 
program. He said power works 
on reclamation projects should 
be paid for with interest, from 
power revenues within 50 years. 

The 50-year limitation repay- 
ment of the Government's in- 
vestment in power facilities is 
described by many westerners as 
likely to rule out many proposed 

rojects in the future. The pol- 
cy was attacked earlier this 
week here in speeches by Presi- 
dent C, Petrus Peterson and Sec- 
retary-Manager William Welsh 
of the National Reclamation As- 
sociation. 

McKay said establishment of 
a national water policy “is nec- 
essary” in the form of “an im- 
mediate positive over-all prd- 
gram.” He said progress in solv- 
ing some problems involving 
western water resource develop- 
ment already has been made 
through conferences with the 
Army Engineers. 

McKay spoke at the banquet 
session of the twenty-second an- 
nual convention of the Reclama- 
tion Association. 

“The reclamation program is 
based upon a sound national pol- 
icy,” he said. “I am for reclama- 
tion and I can assure you it has 
the whole-hearted support not 
only of the Department of In- 
terior but the entire Adminis- 
tration. 

“It is our purpose to continue 
this program. 

“We intend to carry on the 
projects that are now under way 
and to start new projects as they 
are found to be justified and. 
needed.”

preme Court verdict is to wipe 
out some 800 docketed prosecu- 
tions against witnesses in various 
parts of Quebec. 

In its majority decision the 
court viewed the Quebec law as 
an infringement of freedom of 
the press as well as freedom of 
religion. 

“What is proposed,” wrote 
Justice Rand, “is that a news- 
paper, just as a religious, politi- 
cal or other tract or handbill, 
for purposes of distribution or 
sale through the use of the 
streets, can be placed under the 
uncontrolled discretion 
municipal officer .. .”

As one 
U.N. officer put it, “We're fight- 
ing Communism with Commu- 
nist tactics.” 


This may not speak well for 


the lofty principle of freedom 
of choice that underlay the U.N.

The loans will cover the for- 
eign exchange costs of projects 
whose total cost is estimated at 
$62,000,000. The borrower is 
the Japan Development Bank, a 
government agency, which will 
lend the money to private power 
companies. The Japanese gov- 
‘ernment guarantees the loans. 

Japanese Ambassador Eikichi 
Araki said the interest rate of 5 
per cent “is far lower than that 
of foreign bonds of power com- 
panies before the war, or, for 
that matter, far lower than in- 
terest rates charged by general 
financial institutions in Japan.

President Eisewhower’s new Reclamation Com- 
missioner, W. A. Dexheimer of Denver, has made 
it clear for the first time what kind of Reclama- 


tion Commissioner he intends to be. 


Mr. Dexheimer intends to be a do-nothing 
commissioner. If any reclamation projects are 
carried out in his administration, it will be 
because private citizens took the initiative, dug 
out the facts, came to Washington at their own 
expense, and proved beyond question that these 
projects should be built. 

Mr. Dexheimer said so in so many words in 
his speech to the National Reclamation Associa- 
tion at Reno. 

Last October, speaking in the shadow of the 
Shasta irrigation and power dam in California, 
Harry S. Truman said: 


You may believe that project§ of this kind 
need no defense from me. But if you have 
any notions of that sort, you had better get 
them out of your heads, For in this election, 
there are few issues more clearly at stake 
than the future of these projects—and the 
policies which brought them into being. 


The new Reclamation Commissioner has now 
verified the complete accuracy of Mr. Truman’s 
views. ' . 

His declaration of new policy amounts to a 
forfeiture by the Bureau of Reclamation of its 
responsibility to reclaim arid lands. It is of a 
piece with Secretary McKay's earlier forfeiture, 
at the Hell’s Canyon project, of the Bureau's re- 
sponsibility to develop hydroelectric power. 

* ~ ~ 

The Commissioner of Reclamation is not di- 
rected by the Reclamation Act to sit idly at 
Washington, acting only if private citizens prod 
him out of apathy. He is not directed by law to 
leave the work of his Bureau up to the people 
of local communities. Congress has directed him 
—in the Reclamation Act of 1902—to make sur- 
veys and investigations, and to locate and con- 
struct irrigation projects. | 

If Mr. Dexheimer has accurately described the 
policy he means to pursue, it comes perilously 
close to dereliction of duty. 

There are many sound reasons why the Recla- 
mation Bureau cannot be permitted to abandon 
its role of active leader in reclamation and 
adopt the role of reluctant follower which Com- 
missioner Dexheimer has laid out for it. 

The people of localities where irrigation pro}- 
ects are needed should not be compelled to 
raise money and organize lobbies to come to 
Washington and persuade the Reclamation Bu- 
reau to perform the functions it was created to 
perform. 

Local irrigation groups, making their plans 
independently of each other, can only produce a 
hodge-podge nationally, If there is any one thing 
the country does not need any more of in its 
use of the great national resource of water, it is 
hodge-podge planning. 

The President’s Water Resources Commission 
headed by Morris L. Cooke said three years ago: 


An over-all program should be prepared 
for the employment of all methods for or- 
derly expansion of agricultural production 
to meet the nation’s expanding needs. This 
program should co- ordinate irrigation, 
drainage, flood control, clearing, and the 
sound farm practices which are an essential 
part of watershed management. 


Commissioner Dexheimer not only would neg- 
lect to co-ordinate irrigation with those other 
inseparables of watershed management, he would 
make it impossible for co-ordination to exist 
within the irrigation field itself. New irrigation 
projects could not be fitted into an over-all na- 
tional plan because there would be no over-all 
national plan. . e. 

* * ¢ . 

The Eisenhower Administration is having 
trouble collecting enough taxes. It should be 
aware that productive irrigated acres produce 
tax revenues where unirrigated arid land pro- 
duced little or none. 

Irrigation takes money out of the Federal 
Treasury, to be sure, but sight should not be 
lost of the fact that it puts money back into the 
Federal Treasury too, at the same time that it 
is making the country more productive and 
large areas of it economically more stable. 

A survey of seven selected reclamation proj- 
ects in 1949 showed that individual federal in- 
come taxes had already amounted to more than 
twice the investment in irrigation. Those taxes 
in 1949 amounted to $52 an acre, and taxes paid 
since 1916 totaled $350 an acre—an average of 
$9 annually. 

Abandoning federal leadership in irrigation— 
in financially justifiable irrigatién—is not the 
way to helping solve the problem of enough tax 
revenues. It is a way to cutting off a demon- 
strably useful means of producing tax revenues. 

It is, more importantly, a repudiation of pro- 
gressive policies that have madé the American 
West what it is today—and the adoption of poli- 
cies that will prevent it from becoming what it 


could be pomeney ee 


Berkeley’s Airport or Ours? 

The chance to levy taxes on business firms 
established on the St. Louis airport—and per- 
haps even on city-owned and operated property 
—must make the planned annexation of the air- 
port area very attractive to Berkeley. Its Mayor 
now threatens to hold the twice-postponed an- 


nexation election on Nov. 3. St. Louis authori-_ 


ties, however, are fully justified in resisting it. 
Logic is against giving a small suburb authori- 

ty over a major metropolitan facility—at least 

so long:as that community does not have a char- 


ter with specific protections for the city’s inter- 


ests in the area. It would be more logical, as a 
matter of fact, to annex the airport to St. Louis, 
to make it an island of the city in the sea of the 
county. E 

We believe that business establishments should 
pay proper taxes and charges for services ren- 
dered to them. Indeed, they should bear their 
share of the community's expenses. But should 
this contribution: be made properly to Berkeley? 
Or is this situation just one more example of 
what happens when a large metropolitan area— 
which really is a single community—is balkanized 
by suburbs and subdividers.

Since the Chicago Daily Tribune regards Wis- 
consin as part of its territory, we turned expect- 
antly to its editorial on the revolt at the polls in 
the Ninth Wisconsin Congressional District. The 
Tribune, we said to ourselves, would have an ex- 
planation that would repay reading. 

We were not disappointed. The reason the 
district went Democratic for Congress Tuesday 
for the first time in history was largely because 
Senator Wiley, chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, lives in the district and 
the voters are tired of Mr. Wiley’s policies which 
are President Eisenhower's policies just as they 
were previously Mr. Truman’s policies. For doc-

Enthusiastic Welcome in Kansas City 

One of Dwight D. Eisenhower's finest talents 
if indeed not that which exceeds all his other 
abilities was on full view in his. appearance 
before the Future Farmers of America at Kan- 
sas City. This is his remarkable capacity’ to 
appeal to young people. 

Applause broke in on the President's half- 
hour talk more than 25 times for an average of 
about one outburst per minute. That is a warm- 
er reception than he received for many of his 
campaign speeches a year ago. 

After allowance is made for the fact that these 
were young Americans seeing and hearing their 
President for the first time, after allowance 
for youthful exuberance, still this describes a 
notable feeling of attachment between the 63- 
year-old Chief Executive and boys and girls 
40 to 45 years his junior. 


The reason for this is in the President's life 
experience and in his personality. Talking to 
the young people ir™such a way as to make 
them think of themselves as very close to adult- 
hood, he was warm, earriest, sincere. He told 
them of their great mission in the years ahead 
and of the hard work and sacrifice that will be 
required of them. Doubtless many who saw him 
on television mentally clothed him in military 
uniform and heard him talking to troops in 
England on the eve of the invasion of Normandy. 


The President did not blueprint—to use one 
of his favorite words—his Administration’s farm 
program. He recounted the extensions of the 
Truman Administration’s agricultural policies 
and pledged himself to full adherence to the 
principle of crop price supports. But he prop- 
erly left his farm program, whatever it may be, 
for presentation to Congress. Presumably more 
will be coming from him and his Secretary of 
Agriculture, Ezra Taft Benson, very soon on 
the critical issue of drouth relief. 


The evening in Kansas City’s Municipal Audi- 
torium was of another sort. The farm boys and 
girls gave Ike an “honorary degree.” He gladly 
received their decoration. He relived a bit 
of his boyhood on a Kansas farm. They saw in 
him the fulfillment of the American dream that 
anyone can hope to become President. 
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Speaking of Pressing Issues 

Gov. Dewey has summoned the New York 
Legislature to meet in special session in order 
to have a showdown on whether State Senator 
Arthur H. Wicks is to continue as Republican 
leader in the upper legislative chamber at 
Albany. 

The Governor was challenged by Mr. Wicks 
who failed to give “a complete and satisfactory” 
explanation of visits to labor extortionist Joseph 
S. Fay in Sing Sing prison. Mr. Dewey called on 
Mr. Wicks to resign and when the State Senator 
said only the Senate could decide his fitness to 
continue as Republican leader, the Governor ac- 
cepted the challenge. The special session is the 
result. 

If Gov. Dewey will call a special session to 
decide whether a législator must resign as his 
party’s leader in the chamber, surely Gov. Don- 
nelly will not let the coming session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature adjourn without acting on the 
St. Louis earnings tax extension. By any reason- 
able measure, the earnings tax issue is far more 
pressing at Jefferson City than the Wicks issue 
at Albany.

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Mr. Wallach Misses the Boat 


Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wallach’s plan 
for improving law enforcement in St. Louis 
county amounts to little more than beefing up 
the Sheriff's office and hoping for the best. 
Surely that is not what. the people of the 
county want. 

True, Mr. Wallach speaks of a centralized 
agency. But that is merely playing, with words. 
His agency would have jdrisdiction over the 
county’s unincorporated areas and some smaller 
communities; it also would co-operate with po- 
lice in the larger municipalities. That is just 
about what the Sheriff's office is trying unsuc- 
cessfully to do now. 

Mr. Wallach also suggests the county establish 
its own police training school, police laboratory 
and central office. These facilities already exist 
in St. Louis and could be used by the county 
if a metropolitan police force were set up. Cre- 
ating separate facilities in Clayton would load 
an unnecessary burden on the backs of county 
taxpayers. 

Elimination of the Sheriff's office was rec- 
ommended by a county grand jury as far back 


as 1939, and time has only added emphasis to . 


the need for that reform. What is needed now 
is either a compulsory, consolidated police de- 
partment for the county alone, or a metropoli- 
tan force embracing both St. Louis and the 
area west of Skinker. 

And of the two, the metropolitan force 
seems to offer the better possibilities for effi- 
ciency in operation and economy on the tax 
bill. Either would be vastly superior to Mr, 
Wallach’s unimaginative suggestion.

It developed the St. Louis Jewish Scholarship 
Foundation which has provided grants to stu- 
dents in training for medicine, engineering and 
other professions. 

Hannah Solomon could take genuine satisfac- 
tion in the achievements of her council both 
nationally and locally. The women who follow 
her are entitled to the same satisfaction for 
carrying on her sound tradition of service.

Mr. Johnston wrote him that “the 
program will be in the nature of a press 
interview with you and Smoot question- 
ing Senator McCarthy as at a news 
conference.” 

Mr. Collins at first agreed to appear 
on the program but then reconsidered. 


As he explained, “The fact that I 
liked least was that the film would be 
canned” (i.e., would be made for later 
re-production, giving an opportunity for 
editing). 

There was no guarantee, Mr. Collins 
wrote, that the picture would appear as 
made, or that he would be protected by 
“the ordinary rules of fair play.” 

President Eisenhower filled an earlier 
vacancy on the FCC with John C. Doer- 
fer, Wisconsin Republican. Both Mr. 
Lee and Mr. Doerfer declare their ap- 
pointments were made quite independ- 
ently of McCarthy.

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly was 
asked to include “adequate state 
financial support” of the public 
schools as an item for consider- 
ation by the Legislature when it

“It is believed additioral state 
support for public schools will 
in no way interfere with drouth 
relief, but will tend to alleviate 


the harmful effects of the 
drouth,” the resolution stated. 
Many qualified teachers are 


leaving Missouri, it noted. 

Gov. Donnelly’s recent veto of 
a $9,250,000 appropriation for 
school purposes was not men- 
tioned in discussion of the reso- 
lution, which set no figure on 
“adequate” support, 

The group was commended 
for the resolution by Mrs. Rol- 
lin Brown of Los Angeles, first 
vice president of the National 
Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers. “Such action is necessary 
to improve our overcrowded 
schools and attract qualified 
persons to the teaching profes- 
sion,” she said. 

Parent-teacher groups must 
be leaders in recruiting good 
teachers and working for better- 
ment of their welfare and work- 
ing conditions, Mrs. Brown con- 
tinued. Educational standards 
are falling as substitute teach- 
ers are retained in many class- 
rooms for lack of properly 
equipped teachers, she said. 

The group reaffirmed by an- 
other resolution its position 
that Missouri must adopt a rec- 
reation enabling act, “without 
which many school districts and 
communities are unable to pro- 
mote recreational programs.” 
Missouri is one of the few 
States without such a law, the 
resolution pointed out.

RADIOACTIVE GOLD 
| INJECTION USED TO 


EASE CANCER PAIN 


Injections of radioactive gold 
often ease pain suffered by 
patients with complications of 
advanced cancer, three physi- 
cians associated with Washing- 
ton University School of Medi- 
cine reported today. 

One of the complications of 
advanced cancer is the accumu- 
lation of fluid in the chest or 
abdomen, causing swelling, pain, 
weakness and _ difficulty in 
breathing. 

Writing in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
Drs. William B. Seaman, Alfred 
I. Sherman, and MacDonald 
Bonebrake reported that radio- 
active gold injections had been 
given 74 cancer patients afflict- 
ed with fluid accumulations, and 
about half got relief. 

The injections do not cure the 
cancer, however, it was pointed 
out, and the treatment is not 
indicated for every patient with 
fluid accumulation due to malig- 
nancy. Because of the potential 
hazard in connection with radio- 
activity, the treatment should be 
carried out in a hospital and 
only by trained personnel, the 
article added.

“Something is wrong and 
something must be done,” Mrs.

Right now 
I would like to give you a four- 
point program: 

“1. We must strive for char- 
acter building in the home. 

“2. We must “help our 
schools to turn out young citi- 
zens who realize that citizen- 
ship in a free country carries 
with it responsibility. 

“3. We must work !{n our 
communities to improve living 
conditions, recreation facili- 
ties and law enforcement. 

“4. We must assist our 
churches and religious organi- 
zations to instill moral values 
in our young people.”

Boundary in Mixed Area. 


The compromise that we are 
“imposing” is in fact the only 
settlement that Rome and Bel- 
grade could have reached. 

The Territory of Trieste was 
set apart in the peace treaty of 
1946 because it contains a mixed 
population of Italians and Yugo- 
slavs. There is no way of draw- 
ing a frontier which will put all 
the Italians on one side and all 
the Yugoslavs on the other side. 

Within this mixed territory 
there has been since the begin-

ning a boundary line separating | 


Zone B, which is occupied by 
the Yugoslav army, from Zone 
A, which contains the city of 
Trieste and is occupied by a 
British-American army. 


Theoretical Alternative. 


The boundary line between 
Zone A and Zone B is as good 
a boundary as can be drawn in 
this mixed territory. The least 
one can say for it is that it has 
been acceptable to the people 
of the territory for the past six 
years. 

It is not unreasonable, there- 
fore, to suppose that it could 
continue to be acceptable if the 
Italians, who administer Zone 
A, and the Yugoslavs, who ad- 
minister Zone B, both set them- 
selves against racial discrimina- 
tion and discouraged all incite- 
ment and provocation against

The original Trieste solution, 
like the Yalta agreement about 
Poland and the Potsdam agree- 
ment about Germany, belongs 
to an era when there was still 
a hope and a belief that the 
great powers could ¢ollaborate 
in the administration of peace, 

When governments are able to 
do nothing better than to co- 
exist, they could never make a 
success of anything so compli- 
cated, so advanced, one might 
say so civilized, as a United Na- 
tions trusteeship of Trieste. 


Guarantee by NATO? 


The, British- American diplo- 
matic action is, of course, not 
completed. There will be no 
Peace if the Italians go on try- 
ing to get Zone B and the Yu- 
|goslavs to Zone A. To go on 
| with the quarrel is as unprofit- 
able and distracting for both 
Rome and Belgrade as it is dan- 
gerous to the peace of Europe. 

Yet the quarrel will go on if

Union, Ju » Judge Says. 


A temporary restraining order 
against picketing by Local 595, 
AFL Ironworkers Union, of the 
Electric Energy's steam electric 
plant now under construction at 
Joppa, Ill., was continued in 
effect today by United States 
District Judge Fred L. Wham of 
East St. Louis. 

After a conference with coun- 
sel for the parties involved, 
Judge Wham said he would keep 
the restraining order in force 
until such time as charges 
against the local and its business 4, 
agent, William Sanders, are dis- 
posed of by the National Labor 
Relations Board. * 

. Lee McMahon, regional di- 
rector of the NLRB, said a hear- 
ing would be held Oct. 26 on the 
two charges—that the picketing 
was in support of a jurisdic- 
tional dispute and that it was a 
coercive attempt to force the 
company to employ six mem- 
bers of the union when the 
union had not been certified as 
the bargaining agent. McMahon 
said final disposition of the case, 
unless an appeal was taken, 
would uire about six months. 

The B filed a petition 
today for a contempt citation 
against Sanders, the union and 
Miss Helen Holland, Sanders’s 
secretary. Migs Holland, who 
said she was representing an 
AFL office workers’ union, pick- 
eted the plant yesterday, keep- 
ing 400 construction workers off 
the job for four hours. The 
action was termed a “rank sub- 
terfuge” by an official of the 
contractor, Bechtel Corp. 

Judge Wham said a hearing on 
the petition would be continued 
from week to week unless there 
were reports of further viola- 
tions of his order restraining 
picketing of the construction 
project. 

The petition for a temporary 
injunction, which was to have 
been heard today, was filed by 
the NLRB on the basis of its 
finding that the local had vio- 
lated the Taft-Hartley Act by 
attempting to force the com- 
pany to hite its members with- 
out being certified as the bar- 
gaining agent. The company had 
sought to employ six ironwork- 
ers from another jurisdiction for 
a certain job. 

The multimillion-dollar steam 
plant is being constructed to 
furnish power for the atomic 
energy plant being built in 
nearby Kentucky.

F. 6, KATZMANN, PROSECUTOR 
OF SACCO, VANZETTI, DIES 


DEDHAM, Mass., Oct. 16 (AP) 
—Frederick G. Katzmann, prose- 
cutor in the world-famous Sacco- 
Vanzetti murder case more than 
30 years ago, died last night 
after collapsing in Norfolk coun- 
ty superior court, scene of the 
controversial trial in 1921. He 
was 78 years old. 

Katzmann’s presentation of 
the state’s case against Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti 
resulted in their conviction 
which set off protests through- 
out the world.

Flippen as a brutal guard captain all look tough and de- 
termined enough to seem at home in their surroundings. 
Arthur Hunnicut gives another of his deft homespun char- 
acterizations as a philosophical convict, and Robert Keith 
also does pretty well as the unhappy warden. The low- 
keyed color effects are striking, and the depth process has

Anticlimax on the Huey Long Legend 


Ever since Adria Locke Langley’s novel, “A LION IS 

IN THE STREETS,” canie out six years ago, James Cagney 

yearned to play the lead of a Southern demagogue, it has 

been reportéd, but has just gotten around to filming it. 

It would have been reasonable for him to 

have abandoned it, because the superla- 

tive, “All the King’s Men,” also obviously 

inspired by the career of Huey Long, was 

released in 1949, and won an Academy 

haga Award. But Cagney went ahead with it, 

tarlia« \ l and the results in the movie at the FOX, 
are pretty unfortunate. 

The film eliminates a lot of the novel by having the 
demagogue, Hank Martin, killed by the widow of one of 
his followers, before he can lead a mob to the capital to 
force the state legislature to vote him in as governor. But 
the plot has been disjointed and narrow in breadth before 
that. Martin is a loquacious traveling peddler who takes up 
the cause of sharecroppers being cheated on cotton weights 
by a rich planter’s foreman. After a killing in a fight at a 
cotton gin and the murder of the slayer while in jail, Martin 
makes it a state-wide cause celebre, runs for governor and 
trades with a sinister gambler to deliver him the vote in 
some of the big city wards. It is much too small-scale and 
choppy. in story line effectively to tell the reason for a 
political phenomenon of the Huey Long type. 

Cagney has changed his East Side overtones into a 
corn-pone and cotton-field accent, but otherwise he's the 
same Cagney who has been playing himself so forcefully 
for years, a dynamo of tightly-leashed violence, using his 
hands to punch a staccato vehemence into his dialogue. 
Barbara Hale is made rather colorless as Martin’s wife. 
Anne Francis is fiery as Flamingo, Martin's mistress from 
the bayous, but the role has been cut toa relatively minor 
one. 


Treating Snakebite

66 NAKES alive!” might well be the exclamation of us 

§ city folk meeting a rattler during our yearly jaunts 

into the strangeness of rural America. Due to lack 

of caution and ignorance of their habits, we're very likely 

to be bitten by a poisonous nattlesnake, copperhead, water 
moccasin or coral snake. 

When you're more than an hour from the nearest doc- 
tor and perhaps several hours or more from the nearest 
hospital, knowing what to do for snakebite can be life- 
saving. Better still, if you know even a little about the 


habits of snakes, you may avoid a venomous bite in the 
first place. 
x *& * 

FIRST, WHAT DO YOU DO after a poisonous snake 
bites you? Snake fangs are curved and the strike may be 
glancing. Therefore, snake venom usually doesn’t go deep 
or into a blood vessel. ‘ 

This means that you can prevent most of the venom 
from getting any farther into the body by doing two things: 
(1) applying a tourniquet around the arm or leg between 
the bite and the trunk, and (2) sucking out the venom. 

In order to suck out venom effectively, you have to en- 
large the bite area by cutting criss-cross incisions about 
one inch long, with the bite in the center. The venom can 
can be sucked out by mouth suction without danger if 
there are nd open wounds in the mouth. A rubber suction 
bulb is better. .

If you have used the first-aid measures I have men- 
tioned, you will have enough time to get to a doctor and the 
antivenin. Because it contains horse serum and is used 
hypodermically, it is a prescription item. 
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YOU CAN TELL from its appearance whether the 
snakebite is venomous. Non-poisonous snakebites show a 
row of toothmarks like the bjte of a rat or a mouse. Veno- 
mous snakes strike with fangs, leaving one or two puncture 
holes in the skin. However, the bite of a coral snake may 
be indistinct. 


Avoiding snakes is? of course, the best way to prevent =< 


snakebite. Most snakes will not strike unless you continue 
to advance on them after they are surprised. A rattlesnake 
does not always rattle before striking. Snakes may haunt 
any place usually deserted by man. le 

You should: never reach up and place your hand on a 
rock without knowing what is lying on top. A rattler or 
copperhead could be there. You should never step doWn 
over a fallen log without beating the brush with a long 
stick, or approach a stonewall or a region full of rocks 
and crevices without investigating. Snakes may inhabit 
deserted farm or forest buildings. 

Water moccasins live in swamps and fish pools left 
by receding streams in the area from North Cardlina to 
Florida, along the Gulf to Florida, along the Gulf to Eastern 
Texas, and in the Mississippi Valley as far north as Illinois. 
They like branches hanging over the water or logs and 
reeds in the water. 

Copperheads prefer high ground and rocks, especially 
in the South. kt 

The beautiful coral snake, with broad coral-red rings 
eometimes separated by narrower blue and yellow rings, 
Qurrows into the ground. It may be turned up while digging 
er plowing, or it may be hiding in a decayed log. Its 
bite is extremely poisonous.

one-half teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, one and one- 
half cups milk. 

' Alternate layers of bread 
cubes, mushrooms, cheese, celery 
and onion in a greased one-quart 
casserole, Combine beaten eggs, 
mustard, salt, pepper and milk. 
Pour over bread in casserole. 
Bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
@rees F.) about one-half hour 
until set. Yield: Six servings. 
Deviled Ham Puff. 

One quart toasted bread cubes,

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Roof Troubles. 
HIS is a good time of year 
T to give a little thought to 
the roof over your head. 
In the first. place, a roof take: 
quite a beating during the bad 


‘weather so you want to be sure - 


it starts off the season in first 
class shape. 

Secondly, while working on 
a roof in mild weather can be 
fun, when there is a blizzard 
raging around you it can be sort 
of dismal work at best. 

If you have noticed any leaks 
in your roof, go into the attic 
during a heavy rain and push 
stiff pieces of wire up at each 
leak. This will mark the loca- 
tion of the leak so you can find 
it when you get back on the 
roof. 


Most leaks can be fixed easily 
enough by slipping a plece of 
heavy roofing paper or sheet 
of copper up under the shingles 
at the point of the leak. In 
most cases the pressure of the 
shingles will hold the paper or 
metal in place. If it has a 
tendency to slip, a dab of roof- 
ing cement will hold it fast. 

The most difficult kind of 
leaks in a roof to correct are 
those around chimney and val- 
ley flashing. In the case of 


valley flashing, visible holes can | 


be filled with roofing cement 
but often water will work in 
under the shingle along the 


sides of the flashing and work | 


through the roof at point some 
distance away. 


About the best thing you can | 


do here short of installing new 


flashing is to carefully apply 
rovfing cement to the seam be- 
tween the edge of the shingles 
and the valley flashing. Be 
sure not to use too much com- 
pound for this will form a 
small dam which can make mat- 
ters even worse. 

Another trouble spot on the 
root is where the flashing 
around the chimney is turned 
into the masonry. If the metal 
has pulled loose, the old mor- 
tar should be cut out and fresh 
mortar applied after the flash- 
ing has been re-set.

You Are Never Too Old to Learn 


U.S. Becoming Nation of Back- to-Schoolers—One Out of Every Three Adults ls Attending Class 


By John Keasler 


IFE, we have it on good 
L_ authority, is funny. A large 

percentage of the nation’s 
youngsters want out of school 
because they’re bored and an 
ever-increasing percentage of 
adults are going back to school 
for the game reason. Because 
they’re bored. Why is this? 

“Well,” said Malcolm S&S, 
Knowles when he came through 
town recently, “it makes a lot 
of sense.” 

With scientific advances 
every time you turn around, and 
push - button, labor-saving de- 
vices, and time-saving gadgets 
on every side, more and more 
adults sare using the time thus 
saved to attend adult education 
courses, he explained. 

Knowles is co-ordinator of the 
Adult Education Association, a 
nation-wide organization :repre- 
senting hundreds of groups of 
adult-sized persons learning 


everything from typing and Bal-: 


kan folk dancing to flower ar- 
ranging and enameling on cop- 
per. He has been in education 
work since 1935, when 14,800,- 
000 adults were enrolled in ed- 
ucation courses. 

Now, he estimates from avail- 
able statistics, there are about 
33,000,000 adults going to school, 
About one-third of the adult 
population of the United States, 
he approximated, is attending 
some sort of class in their time 
off. Where will it all end? 

“In a richer, fuller life for 
all concerned,” said Knowles, 
40-year-old counselor who was 
here to speak to the Y.W.C.A. 
board. “Adult education courses 
have already revolutionized rural 
living, particularly, and urban 
life to a large extent. 

“People in this country are 
becoming aware of a point which 
illogic and false information ob- 
scured a,long, long time—you 
never get too old to learn. De- 
spite that old-dog, new trick 
bromide.” 

Matter of fact, he said, adults 
make far better pupils than 
Junior does. Inasmuch as they 
want to learn, and enroll vol- 


. untarily, and do not have to be 


shackled to the desk on sunny 
days, it’s a comparative pleas- 
ure, he oe. to =o grownups. 


IGHT vine ‘in St. Louis an 
R astonishingly large number 

of men and women are tak- 
ing advantage of courses offered 
through many organizations, for 
which the local Adult Education 
Council acts as a clearing house. 

These folks are taking such 
courses as charm in action, hand 
puppets, self-defense, ceramics 
and millinery, world politics, 
china painting and driver train- 
ing, living with your child, dating 
and mating and dozens of others, 
including many vocational, agri- 
cultural and technical courses. 

“The simple fact is the world 
is moving so fast adults have to 
go back to school to keep up the 
pace, in many cases,” said 
Knowles. 

The adult go-back-to-schooler 
is most likely to range in age 
from 35 to 40. Seldom, rela- 
tively, do persons in the 20-25 
bracket enroll. Knowles feels 
this is partially because that 
group needs at least five years 
after leaving high school or col- 
lege to learn that they don’t

know everything already. 

As for the older folks—well, 
they’re turning out in progres- 
sively larger droves. And this is 
a new thing in the modern edt- 
cational picture. 

Until 1928, Knowles said, it 
was thought adults pretty much 
lost the capacity to learn. Re- 
search however, indicated the 
ability of adults to learn de- 
clined only slightly after the age 
of 35—only about 1 per cent 
per year. More recent findings 
show there’s not even that much 
decrease, even on the average. 
It’s up to the individual. Plenty

Liqueur and Just Plain Liquor. 
NE of our readers poses the 
0) question of these two words, 
asking if it would be correct 
to refer to maple syrup as the 
liqueur of the maple tree. 

Let us dispose first of the der- 
ivation of “liquor,” which goes 
back to the Latin “liquere” to 
be liquid. Thus, while we are 
in the habit of thinking of 
liquor as an alcoholic beverage, 
the name applies essentially to 
any drink or: liquid .substance, 
which as a juice or sap, or even 
the blood. 

“Liqueur” is borrowed from 
the French, specifically to desig- 
nate the cordial, an aromatic 
alcoholic drink. As to its ex- 
tension to other liquors or 
liquids, there is room for dis- 
cussion of the French word. But 
since we are concerned here 
only with our own tongue, this 
researcher would leave “liqueur” 
to the cordial, and would refer 
to maple syrup rather as the 
liquor of the tree.

Years afterwards people have 
been found not guilty who 
were adjudged guilty by 
juries of their peers or by a 
judge who evidently did his 
best with the evidence before 
him. 

That being the case, it 
seems to me almost impossible 
to take it upon ourselves to 
decide on the right of some- 
one to live. We may decide 
on separation from _ society 
until innocence can be proved, 
but I do not think capital pun- 
ishment is justified any longer 
opuntry.
